The tirst draft of a ‘legislative - 
bill has beén™ drawn up “which 
would permit Omaha University to: 
continue.to receive tax funds from 
the. Nebraska automobile “levy. 
The bill will be introduced in: the 
‘state legislature during the: ‘current - 
. session, 


when Nebraska voters passed a 
constitutional amendment which 
gave the legislature the authority 
to change the present auto tax sys~. 
tem. The amendment désignated 
states bbe and city subdivisions . 


municipal “universit les | 
cee, . 
If Qmaha‘U. 4s left out of the. 
present bill, the University would 
-lose’ nearly. $100,000 per year from’ 
tax funds. 

Charles Hoff, University finance 
ofticer, said that OU officials. and 
Regents ‘have expressed praise for 
the legislative committee. which 


. drafted the proposed bill, He add- 


ed that the committee extended 
“all possible courtesy” to Univer- 
sity official while they were draw~ 


_ ing up the bill, - 


As explanation, the present plan 
of taxation calls for each car being 
assessed on March.10.. Thus, cars 
purchased after that date are not 
taxed until the following year. The 
new bill would require the pay- 
ment of taxes at the same time 


- that licenses are bought for the 


car, regardless ot the date of pur- 


One other - problem . confronts 
the University.’ At présent,. cars 
are actually assessed at nearly 
twice the formula used for other 


- personal property. If the formula 


were changed, as is contemplated, 
to correspond with personal prop- 
erty, the University could loSe be-~ 
tween $45,000 and $50,000 per year,

The question of lights for OU’s football stadium has been 
tabled indefinitely by the University Board of Regents. 
According te Charles Hoff, University finance officer, this 
official statement “does not infer that the matter will be recon- 


sidered. Neither does it close the 
door ‘to reconsideration. How- 
ever,” Hoff said, "it probably 
won't be considered again . ‘this 
year. ” 

Hoff added that the Board does
